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1. SECURITY COUNCIL, LESS THAN FIVE MINUTES AFTER CONVENING 
JUNE 22, ADOPTED BY CONSENSUS SINGLE RESOLUTION ( REPORTED REF- 
TEL) RECOMMENDING FAVORABLE GA ACTION ON FRG AND GDR APPLICA- 
TIONS. 

2. ALL COUNCIL MEMBERS SPOKE AFTER VOTE. IN FIRST STATEMENT 
FRANCE REFERRED TO QUADRIPARTITE DECLARATION BUT DID NOT SPECI- 
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FICALLY MENTION BERLIN; UK, MENTIONING QD MORE BRIEFLY, AND US, 
WITHOUT SPECIFIC MENTION OF QD, ASSOCIATED SELVES WITH FRENCH 
REMARKS. 
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3. USSR ( MALIK) GAVE GENERALLY NON- CONTENTIOUS STATEMENT, BUT 
HE DID ASSERT THAT FRG- GDR TREATY HAD SETTLED INTERNATIONAL 
BORDERS BETWEEN TWO STATES. STATEMENT BY CHINA ( HUANG) 

TILTED TOWARD FRG LINE ON REUNIFICATION, TO DEGREE 
APPARENTLY SOMEWHAT SURPRISING EVEN TO FRG. 

4. IN STATEMENT AFTER HAVING JLINED IN CONSENSUS, GUINEA 

( CISSE) EXPRESSED " STRONGEST RESERVATION" ON RESOLUTION' S 
PARAGRAPH RELATING TO FRG, SUMMARIZED FRG 1 S ALLEGED EFFORTS 
TO " DESTROY" GUINEA AND SAID GUINEA " TROUBLED BY ADMISSION 
OF STATE WHOSE ACTS NOT IN ACCORD WITH CHARTER." WHILE CISSE 
ATTACKED FRG, PORTUGAL AND SOUTH AFRICA FOR PLOTTING AGAINST 
GUINEA, SHE DID NOT MENTION US OR UK, AND THERE WERE NO REPLIES. 

5. BEGIN UNCLASSIFIED. FOLLOWING IS TEXT OF US ( SCHAUFELE) 

STATEMENT: 

MR. PRESIDENT: 

MY DELEGATION WISHES TO ASSOCIATE ITSELF WITH THE STATEMENTS 
MADE THIS MORNING BY THE PERMANENT REPRESENTATIVES OF FRANCE AND 
THE UNITED KINGDOM. WE, TOO, ARE PLEASED THAT THE FEDERAL REPUBLIC 
OF GERMANY AND THE GERMAN DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC HAVE SUBMITTED APPLI- 
CATIONS FOR MEMBERSHIP IN THE UN . MY GOVERNMENT WILL 
CONTINUE TO SUPPORT THESE APPLICATIONS. 

THE UNITED STATES VIEWS THE SPIRIT OF COOPERATION DISPLAYED 
BY THE CONSENSUS IN THE SECURITY COUNCIL TODAY AS A FURTHER INDICA - 
TION THAT PATIENCE AND GOOD WILL CAN HELP DEVELOP NEW RELATIONS- 
HIPS CAN SERVE NOT ONLY THE CAUSE OF PEACE BUT ALSO THE DAY- TO- 
DAY WELL- BEING OF MILLIONS OF PEOPLE. THIS HAS A POSITIVE IMPACT 
ON THE UN, THE TWO GERMAN STATES, AND THE CAUSE OF INT’ L PEACE. 

THE US HAS SOUGHT TO BRING ABOUT IMPROVEMENTS IN 
INT’ L RELATIONS THROUGH CAREFUL NEGOTIATIONS, TO REPLACE 
HOSTILITY WITH MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING. TODAY' S ACTION BY THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL IS EVIDENCE THAT WE ALL ARE MAKING SIGNIFICANT PROGRESS 
TOWARD ACCOMPLISHING THESE GOALS. OBVIOUSLY THIS IS NOT AND CAN- 
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NOT BE THE WORK OF ONE COUNTRY OR ONE GROUP OF COUNTRIES. IN THE 
PRESENT CASE WE HAVE SOUGHT TO COOPERATE WITH THE SOVIET UNION AS 
WELL AS WITH THE FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF GERMANY AND OUR OTHER WES- 
ERN ALLIES WHO SHARE WITH US - AND WITH THE INT' L COMMUNITY - A 
COMMON INTEREST IN ELIMINATING THE CUASES OF TENISON IN CENTRAL 
EUROPE. 

THE FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF GERMANY HAS EARNED IN THIS PROCESS 
OUR PARTICULAR ADMIRATION. ITS LEADERSHIP HAS SOUGHT - WE RELIEVE 
SUCCESSFULLY TO DEAL CONSTRUCTIVELY WITH NATIONAL PROBLEMS 
WHILE TAKING INTO ACCOUNT THE RESPONSIBILITIES WHICH IT AND OTHERS 
BEAR FOR THE MAINTENANCE OF PEACE, STABILITY AND SECURITY IN EUROPE. 
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WE CAN, I BELIEVE, COUNT ON THIS SAME CONSTRUCTIVE ATTITUDE ON THE 
PART OF THE FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF GERMANY IN THE WORK OF THE UN. 

WE ALSO WELCOME THE DECLARED INTENTION OF THE GERMAN DEMOCRATIC 

REPUBLIC TO WORK UNRESERVEDLY IN FULFILLING THE UN' MISSION 

OF PEACE AND IN PROMOTING THE ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL ADVNACEMENT 

OF ALL PEOPLES. EACH GERMAN STATE HAS GREAT RESOURCES IN SCIENTIFIC 

CAPACITY, A SKILLED POPULATION AND A STRONG ECONOMY. BOTH STATES 

HAVE INDICATED A DESIRE TO BE OF ASSISTANCE IN BRINGING ABOUT 

ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL PROGRESS AROUND THE WORLD. WE ARE CONVINCED THAT 

THEY WILL BE ABLE TO DO SO. WE ARE PARTICULARLY GRATIFIED THAT 

AS MEMBERS OF THE UN THEY WILL BE ABLE TO WORK WITH 

EACH OTHER IN CO TRIBUTING TO THE SUCCESSFUL ACHIEVEMENT OF UN' S 

PROGRAMS AND OBJECTIVES. THE ADMISSION OF THE FEDERAL 

REPUBLIC OF GERMANY AND THE GERMAN DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC TO FULL 

UN MEMBERSHIP THIS FALL, WHEN THEY WILL RECEIVE THE 

APPROVAL OF THE TWENTY- EIGHTH GENERAL ASSEMBLY, WILL ADD IMPORTANT 
NEW STRENGTH TO THE UN - A DEVELOPEMTN OF HISTORIC IMPORTANCE 
TO THIS WORLD BODY AND TO THE GOALS IT PURSUES IN THE 
INTERESTS OF US ALL.
